REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention id directed to a video signal reproducing apparatus for 
reproducing a video signal including a main video signal of progressive-scan video and 
a sub-video signal changing asynchronously with the main video signal. Independent 
claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct features " a sub-video adder for adding the sub- 
video signal to an output of said interface-scan converter in synchronism with a 
boundary of frames of the main video signal in the output of said interlace-scan-video 
converter " and " a progressive-scan video converter converting the output of said sub- 
video adder into a progressive-scan video signal in synchronism with the boundary of 
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frames of the main video signal ". The closest prior art, Kinebuchi et al (US 6,512,881 
B1) and Oshima et al (US 2003/0108341 A1) disclose conventional video disk player, 
either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined 
limitations obvious..
